Ow Tiqn in this reform. ‘Vo re- 
peat the Qld Roman joke—doultless 
several centuries old; but this is the 
last time it can be used in connéction 
with current events—they preferred 
to disagree with the solar, system 
rather than agree with the pope. 
England held out till 1750, and when 
it was finally decided to abandon the 
Julian. calendar the English populace 
was greatly excited and mobs’ went 
about shouting: “Give us back our 
eleven days!” We have not heard of 
any such riotous demonstrations in 
Russia, so it seems that the Russian 
people are more civilized than the 
English in the eighteenth century. 

Bulgaria reformed her calendar 
when she joined the central powers. 
So also did Turkey, which had hith- 
erto used the Mohanimedany calen- 
dar. The, Mohammedan year consists 
of 12 lunar months and is therefore 
short@r than the solar year by about 
ten days. This has the inconveni- 
‘ence that the holidays go chasing 
around the year three’ times a cen- 
tury. Think how awkward it would 
be to celebrate Christmas this year | 
in the winter, a few years later in 
mid-suajymer and then in the spring.

Addressing the Empire Club of 
Toronto, Prof. McLennan, head of 
the physics department of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, “and member of 
one of the English war, inventions 
boards, utged similar devotion of 
scientific energy in Canada for war 
purposes. Attention was paid by the 
speaker to conditions after the war, 
when, he said, the wnatienal debt 
would be very large. He advised 
that the scientists turn their atten- 
tion to the development of agricul- 
ture as the surest way in°which the 
export industry of. Canada might be 
made to exceed the import industry. 
To do this he advocated the further 
development of the natural stands of 
Potash for fertilization found in 
British Columbia, and the utilization 
of our water power to make _ this 
into fertilizer.

‘The Destruction of Towns Will Ser- 
iously Affect Production 


The wholesale destruction of towns 
during the present war and the con- 
sequent emigration of the people of 
Belgium -will doubtless affect the 
production of lace, Antwerp, Ypres, 
Alost, Courtrai and Bruges being 
the centres of the lace industry of 
Flanders, which vies with Italy. in 
the production of beautiful laces. — | 

The original lace of Belgium is | 
the old: Flanders Point. Mechlin lace, | 
so much used on the fichus of India | 
muslin at the close of the eighteenth 
century on account of its lightness 
and delicacy, is no longer made! — | 

The needle point of Brussels -is” 
well known. The wonderfully — fine 
thread used in making this lace is 
made from flax grown in Brabant 
and steeped in the clear water of the 
River Lys at Courtrai. This thread 
is spun in cellars, since contact with 
the dry air_causes it to break. A ray 
of li is thrown on it, but the 

mner is guided by touch and stops 
her wheel when she feels the slight- 
est unevenness of the thread. Real 
Brussels hand-made thread is very 
expensive, owing to the small num- j; 
ber of spinners and the tedious and 
unhealthful work. Machine-imade net 
is therefore generally used, but 
not as fine as that made by hand. 

Lace was madé in Bruésels in the 
fifteenth century, and a few sare old 
specilnens are still preserved in the 
old churches of Brabant. F 

The Flanders Jace workers taught 
the art of bobbin lace to the rest of 
Kurope. Prior to the French revo 
lution the most esteemed piHow lace 
was Valenciennes, made at Valenci 
ennes, once a town of Flemish: Hain- 
ault, This lace was Made in damp 
cellars, where the air was favorable 
to the fineness of the thread and was 
ruinous to the sight, many women} 
lace workers going blind at 30. Ali 
lace made at Valenciennes was cal- 
led “vrai,” all made clsewhere “faus- 
se Valenciennes.” After the revolu-

could be made in a day. af fourteen 
hiours, making a pair-of sleeve ruf- 
fles a year’s work.

No.dace is made now compared to 
the priceless gems of the  seveh- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, but 
the industry is _— still carried on 
throughout Belgiuin and wonderful 
laces are Made and are a great source 
of revenge in many towns and cities. 

These lacemakers will now be 
seattered, and may, as in former 
when driven by war or by 
edicts against their religious belicfs, 
carfy their craft to other lands. It 
niay be given to us to encourage this 
wonderful art, to give an impetus to 
this industry and revive again an 
appreciation and love of lacey once 
inore as beautiful as in the Golden 
Age.—Woman's World.

The watch repairers of Petrograd 
have won a strike that is» reco-d 
breaking in its demands. : 

Every. watch‘ repairer who réceived 

roubles a month has been ‘raised 
to 300. Those who received over 200 
havehad-an increase of 50 per ceut. 
These increases are _ retroactive and 
go back to January. 1, 1917. Every 
Watch repairer in Petrograd, there- 
ere, has received, in cold cash re- 
cently, “at least 600 roubles. 

Every watch. repairer from hence- 
forth will receive a month's vacation 
on full pay. Every year his annual 
wages will be increased the size of 
a month's pay, hen he is sick 
he will receive full. wages for three 
months. If he is’called to. war he 
will receive a month's wages «= and 
also a bonus of one month's wages 
for each year he has worked with 
the firm.

Farmers Still Buying Automobiles ’ 

The phenomenal. rate of increase 
in the number of automobile licenses 
issued in the Ptairie Provinces of

What a shrapnel does is clouded, by 
even. more general misunderstanding. 
Consulting the dictionary again, we 
note tant the shia ms ivy . burst- 
ing charge to explode it, and the gen- 
eral belief is that this charge, . car- 
tied “in the Powder~pocket.in the 
bas¢ of the casing, shatters the steel 
shell and .scatters the charge of 
shrapnel bullets 

On firing a gun loaded with shrap- 
nel, the cartridge case is left behind, 
just’as is the shell when discharging 
an ordinary shot-gun, ‘The -complete 
shrapnel, with its time fuse, etc,, is 
projected ata high rate of velocity 
revolving rapidly in its flight, and 
travels as a unit, until such instant 
as the flash from the fuse reaches 
the powder pocket. When ignition ol 
the powder charge occurs the dia- 
phragm, separating the powder 
pocket from the section containin 
the shrapnel balls, is driven forward. 
This strips the fuse body from the 
end of the shell. casing, while _ the 
forward travel of the casing is re- 
tarded seriously,.if not arrested or 
reversed, ise 

On issuing from the casing, the 
diaphragm plows through the mass 
of shrapnel balls and scatters them 
in all directions, the rosin which 
bound them together having been 
inthted by the heat of the explosion 
and the friction created in driving 
the collection of shrapnel and part- 
ly melted rosin from the shrapnel 
casing. 

The blast of the gases formed by 

the explosion of the powder charge 
on issuing from the open end of the 
casing scatters the shrapnel still fur- 
ther and imparts to the balls-a 
velocity which mikes them very de- 
structive within a‘radius of about 60 
feet of where the shrapnel .“breaks.” 
Part of the gases gencrated in the 
Powder pocket are apt to escape 
through the powder tube, and this 
strips the fuse cap from its body, or, 
if the fuse body is stripped from the 
shell casing before this takes place, 
the fusé body is pulled from the end 
of the powder tube. After the break 
of a shrapnel, the head of the pro- 
jectile continues: its advance, with a 
certain accelerated speed, followed 
by the diaphragm powder -tube, etc., 
and the spread -of ‘scattering shrap- 
nel, The casing, having lost much 
of its momentum, drops to ‘the 
round. 
Should. the. force or 
within ‘the ‘power, poe 
ficient to strip the threaded connec. 
tion between’ the fuse body andthe 
shell casing, the .stecl shell Would 
explode, but only in*such a case, To 
retain the effectiveness of the shrap- 
nel, the fracture would be limited to 
a section near the mouth of the cas- 
ing, where its walls are comparative- 
ly thin, and the shrapnel would be 
scattered from the remainder of the 
casing as before. The shattering of 
the stee] casing takes place only 
when a shrapnel fails to break pro- 
perly.

: German Pleas 


German Moral Laws Have a Most 
Curious Intellectual Kink 


_The New York Evening Post thus 
comments upon the kaiser’s message 
to President Wilson bearing date 
af August 10, 1914, which has been 
made public by Mr. Gerard: 

“In law it has always been denied 
a defendant to plead both an alibi 
and a confession and avoidance, as 
is now done with the kaiser’s mes- 
sage to the president. You couldn't 
both pledd that you were attending 
a cakewalk the night Jones’s coop 
wes robbed, and at the same time 
aver that the coop had already been 
emptied by the time you got to it. 
The kaiser’s note is an impudent for- 
gery; and, even if it isn’t, it contains 
no fresh proof of Germany’s guilt. 
The French violated Belgian neu- 
trality first; but if they didn’t, we 
had to violate it as a matter of mili- 
tary necessity. There were no Ger- 
man atrocities in Belgium becausc 
German soldiers have it not in them 
to be atrocious; but if ‘there were 
any,. then the ~ Belgians\ provoked 
them. The Lusitania was 
loaded to. the gunnels with explo- 
sives, which caused her to sink al- 
most of herself, besides she was a 
British cruiser; but, even if she was- 
n't, Germany had a right to sink her 
with her freight of American women 
and children to get evén with Eng- 
land, When eight hundred thousand 
Atmenians were being cruelly s!augh- 
tered, the German diploma.ic and 
consular officials in urkey. didn’t 
know what was happening, or, if 
they did, they couldn’t jeopardize 
the Turkish alliance by interfering.

A Scenic Spectacle 


Prussian Military Autocracy Can 


Only Exist by War 

The latest political. crisis in Ger 
many is like its predecessors: a 
dreary scenic spectacle produced for 
the deception of the allies, First 
comes rumor, vulgarly painted, full 
of tongues, declaring that the peo- 
ple are clamoring for peace; then 
the neutral press appears with hints 
of parliamentary discord; mectings 
of emperors , and statesmen are 
darkly shown; and, finally, a minis- 
ter disappears. To make the picce 
complete, a Socialist should have 
been made chancellor, but that would 
be carrying realism too far. So a 
Prussian of the Prussians succeeds 
the amiable Bethmann-Hollweg, and 
his imperial master’s promises — of 
electoral reform recede into the tu- 
ture. Indeed, we have never been 
able to understand why an extension 
of the franchise in Germany should 
affect the conduct of the war, es- 
pecially as it could not come into op- 
eration for many months hence, even 
if it were ever granted. For ‘if the 
German emperor brought the war to 


a, successful termination, either by. 


wictory in the field or by negotiation 
which would restore pre-war condi- 
tions without annexation or indemni- 
ty, he would announce to the world 
the triumph of the invincible Ger- 
man arms, every German would be- 
lieve him, and the dynasty of-~the 
Hohenzollerns would be mare firmly 
established than ever. In order to 
maintain it, the German emperor 
would waste not a moment in plann- 
ing the next campaign for world 
conquest. For the Prussian military 
autocracy can only exist by war. 
War is the reason of its being, vic- 
tory its justification. Conversely, 
defeat is its irremediable ruin. None 
is more vividly aware of that fact 
than the Prussian. Whether or not 
the departing chancellor said - that 
Germany could not now obtain vic- 
tory, it is true. Nevertheless, it is 
still theoretically possible for Ger- 
many to‘gain peace on pre-war 
terms, but only on one of two conr- 
ditions. Either Germany can. still 
put up so stiff a fight that the allies 
would concede her terms, or tlie 
advocates of a premature ~ peece 
among the allies themselves ‘would 
prevail. In respect of the first hy- 
gothrests, it is plain enough that 
ohenzollerns will fight to the ‘tes.
